WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—W%-Unity of action among 


farm organizations has been demonstrated in the past 
year as being possible. Farm organizations ordinarily 
have worked congenially together, but in the last twelve 
months they have worked in a particularly close forma- 
tion. 
, 


The beginning of a new era in regard to control of aur- 


pulses, although discussed several years prior to 1933, got 
into full action during that year. I refer to the control of 
surpluses by limiting production rather than trying to 
control them after they are produced. 


Ten years ago we did not need 


to limit production because then 
we had world markets. Nineteen 
hundred and thirty-three brought 
us face to face with the fact that 
our world markets for farm prod- 
ucts had largely vanished and that 
farmers, 
If 
properly 
rewarded, 


should control their production. 


Nineteen hundred 
and 
thirty- 
three was particularly 
significant 


to agriculture in that it confirm- 
ed our federal policy of taxation, 
based on ability to pay, despite 
the fact that the federal govern- 
ment in its efforts to relieve un- 
employment needed vast funds. 
The income method of taxation 


haa been continued through this 
troublesome period instead of re- 
sorting to other forms of taxes 
which are based mostly on neces- 
sity to consume. 
In my opinion, along with the 
great tax victory just spoken of 
stands the monetary policies now 
being put into effect throughout 
the year 1933. The revaluation of 
the dollar, recognition of silver, 
and the general expansion of cred- 
it throughout the nation by gov- 
ernmental activities, constitute an 
epoch in the fiscal policies of our 
nation. The "honest dollar" which 
the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration for years has advocated IB 
now a near reality. 
Planned Program. 


Nineteen hundred 
and 
thirty- 
three marked a definite beginning 
of a planned agricultural program 
for agriculture, in which control 
of production, retirement of mar- 
gignal lands from production, prop- 
er marketing of farm crops, sup- 
port 
of 
agricultural educational 


agegncies, and similar activities are 
given more recognition than ever 
heretofore they had been given. 
We arc barely at the beginning 


of this era, however, and much 
larger action will be needed than 
we have been able to start in 1933. 
Th year just closing also shows 
to my mind that the administra- 
tion at Washington is more farm- 
minded than former ones have 
been, and with the policies initiated 
in the past year and carried for- 
ward, as they are now planned, 
we can look back-to 1033 a few 
years from now and realize that 
agriculture, go far as federal rec- 
ognition is concerned, entered a 
new era with a new hope and 
confidence in the 
administration 


of President Roosevelt. 


The beginning of this hope and 


confidence is evident in the in- 
erases in prices on farm products 
which 
have 
begun 
an 
upward 


swing, taking the country as a 
whole.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28,—UP)—Tho 


federal government has filed suit 
against the twenty banks of the 
New York Clearing House asso- 
ciation and Individuals who served 
on the clearing house committee 
during the last two years to com- 
pel payment in full to depositors 
of the closed Harriman National 
Bank and Trust Company. 


The government 
contends the 
clearing house committee, in be- 
half of all the banks, gave written 
guarantees of paymnt of deposits 
late In 1932 and early In 1933 when 
tho committee arranged with the 
controller of the currency not to 
close the Harriman bank lest it 
precipitate a crisis for all. The 
Harrirran bank failed to open af- 
ter the bank holiday last March. 
Approximately half the claims of 
the depositors were paid In July 
through an RFC loan, and it is es- 
timated the pum of $9,275,000 would 
be required to pay all depositors in 
full with interest. 


The banks arc understood 
to 


have taken the position that the 
guarantees were given "in a crisis 
and without extended consideration 
of the technical formalities involv- 
ed," find do not now constitute a 
legal obligation.

tied the five ' to trees and after 
warning them to "keep your eyes 
shut or we'll punch your eyes 
out," drove away with the money. 
The bank employes and the hunt- 
ers freefl themsclvod in about an 
hour and notified officers, 
but 


were unable to tell which way 
the robbers went or to provide 
more than vague descriptions of 
them. None of the five wer« in- 
jured. 


From the time they entered the 


bank until they left their cap- 
tives in the pasture, the robbers 
repeatedly warned them no: to 
try to see what was going on 
or to look at their captors. Tho 
captives were forced 
to

their heads down.

than 11 hours, bringing the plane 
with its sick baby down on snow- 
encrusted Logan Field here with- 
out mishap. 


A municipal ambulance, waiting 
at the field at the order of Mayor 
Howard W. Jackson, rushed the 
child and her relatives who ac- 
companied her to the Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital where Dr. Paul A. 
Kunkel, resident in neuro-surgcry 
made the preliminary examination 


Deeming it not 
necessary 
to 
operate immediately, Dr. Kunkel 
diagnosed the child's ailment an 
hydro-cephalus, probably due to a 
congenital lesion. Hydro-cephalus 
is an infantile disease, described as 
an 'accumulation of watery fluid 
within thp ventricles or between 
the membranes of the brain. 


He said he did not believe the. 
child had a tumor but would await 
an examination by Dr. Dandy. 
"I didn't know what was the 


matter with Sue," said Mrs. W. B 
Trammell, her mother, on arrival 
here, "except that she Is vcry sick 
—and I hardly want to know."

(IP)—A "warm and dry" weather 
forecast for the rest of the twen- 
tieth century and a warning of 
a 
coming period of disastrous 


droughts were issued by a wea- 
ther specialist today before the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


Playing a role much .like the 


Biblical Joseph who warned the 
Egyptians of "lean 
years" 
to 
come, H. W. Clough of Arcade, 
N. Y., tqld the scientists that 
along about the turn of the cen- 
tury "there are likely to be pro- 
longed and disastrous droughts, 
possibly causing extensive migra- 
tions of people now inhabiting re- 
lons that border upon deserts." 


These great droughts will re- 


sult, he said, from the fact that 
four great weather eyoles con- 
trolled by the sun will synchron- 
ize somewhere around the year 
2.000. 
At that period the hot, 


dry phases of each of the four 
cycles all will strike the earth 
at about the same time. 
The 
cycles are 37, 83, and 1,400 years 
in length, the short ones repeat- 
ing themselves several times dur- 
ing ona long one, with weather 
swinging alternately from hot and 
dry ot cold and wet through each. 


The United States Is now hav- 


ing exceptionally warm weather 
because the warm, dry phases of 
a 37-year and 83-year cycle are 
now roughly 
coinciding, Clough 


said. 


"Around 1950 »r 1D5S, the wea- 
ther will be considerably cooler 
and wetter than at present," he 
added. "However, it 
1> possible 
that the present century as a 
whole will prove to be exception- 
nllv warm and dry as compared 
with the past two centuries."

LAW AND COMMON 


SENSE 


A refreshing example of 


a court's refusing to permit 
trifling technicalities to save 
criminals from paying for 
their crimes has been given 
in Chicago. 
It constitutes 


another feather in the cap 
of this city in the latter's ef- 
forts tb rid itself of the un- 
savory reputation it has held 
for several years as being 
one of the country's most 
lawless cities. 


A gangster had been ac- 


quitted on a charge of car- 
rying a concealed weapon 
on his person. The weapon 
was not on his person in the 
sense of being concealed in 
his clothing. It was in a golf 
bag swung over his shoul- 
der. -The defendant's attor- 
ney maintained, and success- 
fully before the lower court, 
that technically the weapon 
was hot on his person. 


An appellate court revers- 


ed the findings, holding that 
the presence of the 
con- 


cealed weapon within reach 
of the defendant brought the 
offense within the meaning 
of the statutes against car- 
rying concealed weapons. 


This was a common sense 


interpretation of the law of 
the kind needed if headway 
is to be made in America's 
war on crime. When courts 
generally adopt this attitude 
a surprising improvement in 
crime conditions may be ex- 
pected to follow.
